If they had been anticipated 
or even thought possible, the work of 
excavation would not have been so con­ 
ducted as to allow them to overrun the 
tracks of the working outllt. 
The engineers went back as far as 
they thought necessary in making the 
slope of the excavation and farther. 
One-third more than the amount of 
excavating has been done tbun was 
first estimated as necessary. 


E ffect of th e W a t er . 
If there is such a tendency for the 
earth to slide when dry. what will 
happen when the water is turned in? 
is a question often asked, for it is pos­

when

Next Article Will Describe Commis­ 
sion Charter of St. Paul, One of 
Best in Country 


Commission government is essen­ 
tially a government by a small coun 
cil elected at large. 
This council 
performs the administrative and the 
legislative functions. 
It concentrates authority; it fixes 
responsibility. 
Elected at large, each man has a 
city-wide view of public business. It 
gets aw ay from the ward system with 
its premium upon log-rolling and the 
reign of small men, and treats the 
city as an organic whole. 
Usually the ward system has re­ 
sulted in bad municipal government. 
This is not altogether because ward 
aldermen have been corrupt. 
The 
system itself hampers the aldermen. 
1 ney are often obliged to log-roll or 
permit their immediate constituents 
to suffer. 
If there is a bad alderman, us there 
is somewhere in most cities, who at 
the same time has political strength, 
he can corrupt the business of the 
whole city and the electors of the 
whole city are powerless to reach 
him. 
He is responsible to the people 
of a small part of the territory which 
he governs as a whole. 
Usually he can hamper and harrass 
the administrative officers who fail 
to give him w hat he wants. 
Before 
any other alderman 
in any 
other 
ward is able to get w hat his ward 
may be entitled to, he must agree to 
give this corrupt or trick y member 
something to mak e him more solid 
with his constituents usually some­ 
thing he is not entitled to. 
Probably the clearest idea of the 
general commission plan can be se­ 
cured by imagining a council of five 
members, say, one of which is ap ­ 
pointed as a committee of one to ov­ 
ersee the udmiuflstration of some 
administrative departm ent 
of 
the 
city. 
As an administrator, 
he 
is 
called a commissioner. 
If one look s 
upon it in tha t light, it is very close­ 
ly ak in in principle to the English 
and German municipal governments 
which have been giving such excel­ 
lent results. 
There are many modifications of 
the general idea. 
In Galveston the 
council assigns its members as heads 
of the 
various 
departments. 
The 
mayor is merely a member of tne 
commission or council and Just a de­ 
partm ent head, 
practically on 
the 
same plane as the other commission­ 
ers. 
Just a sort of presiding com­ 
missioner. 
Houston 
has a sy stem by which the 
may o r assigns the heads of the var­ 
ious 
departments, and the general 
superv isio n of the departments Is in 
the hands of a commission or coun­ 
cil committee 
of three. 
While 
In 
Galv esto n the commissioners them ­ 
selv es hav e bro ad powers of appoint­ 
ment, in Houston, the mayor 
Is the 
appointing officer, even in the 
case 
of im portant officers beside the com­ 
missioners.

Paul two week s ago I had the occa­ 
sion to talk to quite a number of 
members of the legislature tha t rep­ 
resent some of the districts outside of 
the tw in cities and Duluth and tuey 
did not seem to think there was some 
impending disaster to befall the state 
of Minnesota if this pernicious and 
adverse piece of railroad legislation 
would not pass.

eight cents for the fifty hand bills?
